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HUD ready to 
cancel housing tunds 


‘The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) is 
getting ready to wash its hands. 
In the next two weeks, it says, 
unless there is a positive response 
from the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, it will cancel projects 
Mass. 061-001 and 003. Those 
projects were to be housing for 
the aged, and low and moderate 
income housing, near the 
Wilmington Plaza, The funds 
were to be supplied by HUD in the 
amount of $5,000,000. 

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority signed off on the two 
projects, after strong oppsition 


developed from people in the 
neighborhood. A special town 
meeting on December 8 turned 
down the housing decisively 
HUD was 80 notified, by the WHA 
Because of the letter HUD in 
turn denied Wilmington an op- 
portunity to participate in a 
second Community Development 
Block Grant program. One of 
those programs had already 
started in the Silver Lake area, 
and area residents are having 
improvements made to their 
homes, and paid for by HUD. 
Many ‘features, including new 
insulation, are part of that 


Boy saved from 


A waitress and an off-duty 
firefighter saved a small boy 
from choking on Sunday, using 
the Heimlich Maneuver. 

Wilmington firefighter William 
Lopez had gone to Stelios 
Restaurant on Lowell Street. He 
and his wife were celebrating her 
birthday. 

“What's going on over there?"’ 
Mrs. Lopez asked 

A waitress, identified as Kathy 
McCue, was applying the 
Heimlich Maneuver on-a small 
boy, Lopez went over to help. He 
listened and determined that the 
boy was not breathing. 

“He was definitely in a tough 


situation,” Lopez said. ‘There 
was no movement of air."’ 
Lopez then applied the 


maneuver successfully, and the 
boy caughed up a piece of food. 

Lopez did not take the boy’s 
name, other than to learn that his 
first name was Mark. He said 
that the boy was about four or five 
years old, and was accompanied 
by his mother, another woman, 
and his father. The father had 
been in the wash room during the 
entire incident.

It is therefore 
essential that someone on the 
premises be able to apply the 
Heimlich Maneuver.

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Water, water everywhere

Homeowners watched 
cautiously as Be ie rains have 
filled local strearfis to the brim - 
almost to over-flowing. Many are 
horrified to see water rising, in 
some instances to as much as four 
inches, in the basements of their 
homes. Yet last Friday, En- 
vironmental Affairs Secretary 
John A. Bewick stated that the 
Department of Environmental 
Engineering had listed 
Wilmington as one of the com- 
munities still facing a water 
emergency in 1981 These two 
statements appear be 
diametrically opposed to each 
other although a reasonable 
explanation exists. 


The extreme cold of December 
and January penetrated the 
ground surface to a depth of 10 to 
12 inches. During February, the 
unseasonably warm weather 
thawed only the top three to four. 
Then came the rains! The 
precipitation was unable to 
penetrate the frozen ground, 
causing most of it to run off to 
rivers, streams and ponding 
areas while creating enormous 
puddles which flooded streets. 

‘On one hand, this fast run-off 
was beneficial to those com- 
munities that obtain their 
drinking water from reservoirs. 
The fast-travelling rainwater 
helped avert crisis situations in 
some water districts by restoring 
the storage in reservoirs across 
the state to approximately 60 
percent capacity. 

On the other hand, communities

The Connecticut River has a 
constituency - and they are not 
going to - and should not - let us 
have their water. 


Water problems have plagued 
man since he first began to 
cluster his dwellings and rely on a 
common water supply. In 97 A.D. 
shortages were reported in Rome 
during the reign of Nerva. The 
culprit then was the loss of water 
through a distribution system - an 
all-too-familiar theme that has 
been repeated over and over for 
nearly two thousand years. 

Today, according to an article 
written in 1979 by John W. Sears, 
M.D.C. Commissioner from 1970 
to 1975, and printed in 
“Aquasphere,” The Journal of 
the New England Aquarium, we 
face the same problem, and 
unfortunately, seek the same 
archaic solutions. 

First we dig our wells which 
soon become polluted and 
inadequate _because..of_our 


growth. Then we seek out a lake , 


or pond around which we build a 
distribution system, We quickly 
learn however, that we have built 
too close to this water supply and 
it, too, is polluted. And so, like 
dominos, we thrust our systems 
further and further into the 
countryside as our inadequate 
systems collapse under pressure 
from population and pollution. 

It has been a frustrating ex- 
perience to worry about the Ip- 
swich River basin, knowing that 
the water supply of such a short 
river may be destroyed. In 1964, 
John Baker, Henry G. Healy and 
O.M. Hackett. told us, in an ex- 
cellent study entitled “Geology 
and Ground Water Conditions in 
the Wilmington-Reading Area,” 
that to fill our wetlands and 
swamps :n Wilmington, North 
Reading and Reading will prolong 
and intensify drought. To quote 
from the study, -‘the seasonal 
decline of the water table will 
begin earlier, last longer and be 
more severe under the new 
conditions than under the existing 
conditions, Low-flow conditions,” 
they said, ‘‘in the streams of the 
area will prevail earlier in the 
season and will last longer. Also, 
low-flows will be smaller."" They 
further claimed in their report 
that probably the most obvious 


effect -’ will be lowering of static 
water levels in wells and a 
decrease in the yield of wells 
during droughts.” 

I feel certain that this same 
situation now exists in many 
areas of the (Ipswich) basin. We 
are filling the headwaters, the 
aquifers and wetlands in the 
upper and lower reaches of this 
river basin even though we know 
that the cumulative impact of 
such action will cause flooding 
and reduce the capacity of the 
river to produce a water supply. 
We are doing this after hours and 
hours of time and energy and 
money in the form of wetlands 
protection acts hearings, con- 
sultant studies and adjudiciary 
hearings. The Wetlands 
Protection Act is weak, and its 
implementation on the part of 
some state and local officials is 
weak - even weaker than the law 
permits 

In the last ten years I have 
personally watched the 
destruction of the Aberjona River 
system which begins in the Town 
of Reading asd flows .through 


rn. It has all lone 
i? cially ‘by Feet brett 


dosuch a thing if they really knew 
what they were doing. 

Boston followed the path of 
ancient Rome. 

They started with Jamaica 
Pond. When this supply proved 
inadequate the system spread to 
Lake Cohituate, which became 
polluted; then to Wachusett and 
eventually to the massive 
Quabbin system. Now there are 
those who would push this long 
inter-basin and transfer of water 
to the Connecticut River! 

‘The story is the same almost 
everywhere! New York, New 
Jersey and, of course the 
diversion of the Colorado River to 
supply California! 

As an environmentalist con- 
cerned with the future I have a 
serious concern about long inter- 
basin transfer systems that have 
been used so often in the past. It 
is time tostop and think. For us 
to take water from the Con- 
necticut and Merrimack Rivers, 
while we destroy the capacity of 
the Ipswich River is penny wise 
and pound foolish. It means that 
we have learned very little from 
the days of the Roman Emperors 
and are continuing to participate 
in the destruction of natural 
resources and placing our future

drawing water from underground 
aquifers are the primary source 
of municipal water, saw no 
replenishment of their water 
supplies. Since the rainwater was 
unable to filter through the frozen 
soils and gravel to the un- 
derground water-bearing layers 
of rock and gravel, it was unable 
to recharge the wells. 

Of concern to many 
homeowners, the water was able 
to find its way between the frozen 

the the walls of their 
foundations only to come up from 
beneath the basement floor and 
cause flooding of the lower levels 
of their homes. 

Groundwater has been a 
favored source of drinking water 
supplies for many years. It is less 
sensitive to contamination than 
surface waters more stable in 
times of drought, cheaper to use

Massachusetts is the third most 
densly populated state in the 
United States. We have been 
water-rich. What a gre.’ nlace to 
build an example to the rest of the 
nation in the proper development 
and protection of a local river 
basin water supplyr The Ipswich 
River could be the place where it 
all begins. 

Our river is in trouble 
However, a report prepared by 
Metcalf’ and Eddy in 1979, 
“Report to Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Resources Water 
Commission of Ipswich River 
Watershed District Commission 
on Study of Allocation of Water, 
Ipswich River Basin, October 31, 
1978. Metcalf & Eddy, Inc. 
Engineers," and many other 
studies on the river indicate that 
we can take care of ourselves. We 
do not need the Connecticut River 
or the Merrimack! And we don’t 
need the Metropolitan District 
Commission! What we do need is 
good river basin management 
and the development of our own 
water resources. 

\bwas pleased that Metcalf and 


“Eddy” suggested" an authority, 


although I normally favor “home 
rule” and have a fear of 
“Authorities.” However, it could 
be worthwhile if it is made up of 
representatives from the cities 
and towns that have shared the 
river for years, and if it is given 
the power and authority to build, 
develop and protect the Ipswich. 
Right now we seem to be im- 
mobile, stagnant and selfish - 
unable to move - while the river 
slowly disappears. 

Yet, there are those who still 
think ‘that we will go to the Con- 
necticut or the Merrimack. We'll 
never make it. The Connecticut 
River has a constituency in 
Vermont, New Hampshire, 


because it often requires little or 
no treatment, and it calls for a

Connecticut and western 
Massachusetts - and they are not 
going to let us have their water. 
And I doubt very seriously if we 
are going to get any more water 
from the Merrimack River 
because it, too, is rapidly 
developing a constituency. The 
Merrimack, New Hampshire 
group just organized a month or 
so ago and there is also an active 
group in Massachusetts. They 
are right in wanting to protect 
their river systems from long 
distance inter-basin transfers. 

Why do I feel this way? 

Because if we tap the Con- 
necticut or the Merrimack we will 
really destroy the Ipswich and the 
other local water supplies now 
being protected (to some extent) 
in eastern Massachusetts. We 
will lose the wetlands and 
aquifers to runoff pipes, parking 
lots and developments. Once 
their need disappears they really 
will be lost forever to present and 
future generations. 

In the face of projected 
population increases this is 
tiny hrornig We owe it to those 
who follow us to develop the water 
supply in ouf local river basins 
fully. It is unethical to do 
otherwise. 

While I encourage us to put 
together legislation that will 
provide us with good water 
management, I also urge that we 
begin today to practice water 
conservation. Metcalf & Eddy 
say that it is a number-one 
priority, The Metcalf & Eddy 

t states that in 1975 the 
Town of Reading took 2.8 million 
gallons of water from the Ip- 
swich. We did. However, in 1979 
Reading took only about 2 million 
gallons per day from the river 
and we have increased our 
population substantially. How did 
we do it? 


First, the Town of Reading 
developed a constant water rate 
charge for everyone (one in- 
dustry reduced their water bill by 
$20,000) Our second con- 
servation effort was a leak 
detection program which 
revealed 35 leaks, some large, 
others small, which were sub- 
sequently repaired. Then too, the 
League of Women Voters carried 
out a successful conservation 
awareness program. In 1975 
Reading used 122 gallons of water 
per day per capita, In 1979 we 
were using 80 gallons per day per 
capita, That's a decrease of 42 
gallons per day per capita. 
Perhaps we should run a contest 
among all Ipswich River basin 
recipients and give recognition to 
the town using the least water per 
capita. 

_ I urge that we get about the 
business of protecting reservoir 
areas immediately. I urge cities 
and towns to pass strong by-laws 
to protect the Ipswich while we 
await higher government action. 

Our eastern Metropolitan area 
isin trouble and it is interesting to 
note that many of the towns in.the 
most trouble have been very lax 
in their water protection policies 
by permitting building and 
development in areas of potential 
municipal water supply. Now is 
the time to check groundwater, 
abandoned wells, clean up con- 
taminated wells, practice water 
conservation and repair leaks.

The Wilmington Historical 
ission seeks to preserve the 
old West School, on Shawsheen 
Avenue. It wants to turn back in 
time, It seeks to restore the 
building to the condition of a one 
room school of perhaps a century 
ago, complete with blackboards, 
and a pot bellied stove. 

‘The school has been turned over 
to the Historical Commission by 
the town manager, and the 
Commission is now seeking 
federal help. Possibly there are 
funds available for the 
restoration of such a building. 

Itis now empty. It has not been 
used in any way for several years. 
Somehow, in the course of events 
it was painted red. Historically, 
in Wilmington, the color of school 
houses most often used was 
yellow, and that was the color of 
the West School half a century 


0. 
oerpere have been at least eight 
single room school in 
Wilmington. Four of them still 
exist. One on Woburn Street, is 
now a private home. It was for 
many years the East School. The 
North School (there were two) no 
longer exists. The Center School 
was for many years the 
Wilmington Public Library, and it 
is now empty, The third South 
School is now headquarters for 
the Wilmington Skating Club; and 
of course, the first town meeting 
was in a single room school house, 
which could be called the Walker 
School, on Main Street and 


One-room 


The original West School was 
built sometime during or just 
after the Revolutionary War. It 
stood in the westerly corner of 
Shawsheen Avenue and Aldrich 
Road. That building durned 
down, about 1875. 

It was replaced by a new 
building, the present one, built in 
1876. The first teacher was a 
young lady named Lizzie J. 
Harnden. She quit after three 
years, to marry William Henry 
Carter Two, a man who lived in 
the old farmhouse at the corner of 
Bridge Lane and Shawsheen 
Avenue. 

Mr. Carter, it might be related, 
was the second of his name then 
living in Wilmington, and the 
other was norelative. He became 
II to be distinguished from the 
first Mr. Carter, and, as his 
nickname was Bill Hen, he 
became known to everyone as Bill 
Hen Two. 

The new Mrs. Carter did not 
live long. She died in 1884, only 25 
years old. 

Bill Hen’s second wife was a 
lady named Clara Gowing. A 
daughter, named Jessie, later 
became Jessie Currier, and was a 
well known resident of 
Wilmington, 

Jessie was a teacher in the old 
West School for some years 
before World War I. Jessie taught 
a full classroom, according to 
stories she told later in life, and 
from the first grade to the eighth 
grade. 

The school was closed for a 


The 105 year old West School sta) 


period about the time of World 
War I. The then new high school 
had been constructed, and there 
was an excess of school room 
space in Wilmington. —_ Closing, 
of course, was not difficult. 
Pupils were accustomed to 
walking several miles to school, 
even in the first grade, in those 
days. It was only about four or 
five miles for some kids to the 
Walker School, built back in 1896. 
That wasn't far, by the standards 
of that day. 

After World War I was over the 
state government established the 
State Police, about 1920. The old 
West School was one of the first 
barracks for state police in 
Massachusetts. About half a 
dozen state policemen were 
quartered in the building, about 


1920. 

They patrolled on horseback. 
Possibly the horses were kept in 
the barn of the adjacent Alden 
Eames home. There is no definite 
answer to such a question. Ina 
couple of years the police were in 
other quarters. 

‘The Boy Scouts then took over. 
Troop I, Wilmington dated back 
to the days of World War I, and it 
is now Troop 56, of the Greater 
Lowell Council. It would be the 
oldest troop in the council, except 
that one year there was a two or 
three weeklapse, in registration

Town report 
discussion is tabled 


The Tewksbury selectmen have 
tabled, for the time being, all 
discussion on the Tewksbury 
Town Report. They agreed to this 
after a long and almost fruitless 
discussion on what to do about the 
names of town employees.

Fred Cain talks 
about auto sales

stood up in Rotary, in Wilmington 
recently to talk about the 
situation. He was speaking off the 
cuff, and by invitation of his 
fellow members. 

He did not talk just of Chrysler, 
the company with which his 
agency has been associated for 40 
years. He talked of all three 
major auto manufacturers, and 
the problems they are facing. 

Who is going to pay all the 
unemployed people, (from the 
auto production lines)? he asked. 
They go to the welfare lines. The 
cost is in the millions of dollars!. 

The fact is that Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors have 
staggering problems. The people 
in this country have si 
buying American products. They 
are buying foreign made, and at 
the same time there are many, 
many unemployed, for whom 
everyone is paying. 

I don’t like to say anything 
about unions, but, in this case 
there is something to be said. 
While all those foreign cars are 
parked in the parking lots of the 
American manufacturers, the 
union employees are getting large 
wages, and there is no out- 
standing production, 

Cain told of one observer who 
was at an American car 
manufacturing plant, and noticed 
the cars of the employees. He 
spoke about it, to a General 
Motors official, who waves his 
hand to show the scope of parked 
cars, Most of them were foreign 
made. 


$20.45 an hour. 
guaranteed wage. 
foreign cars. We have stopped 
buying American products. Then 
we wonder why we have to go to 
the welfare lines! 

‘There is no way this economy 
can go on like this. Japanese car 
manufacturers are allowed to do 
things that our own country will 
not allow. American manufac- 
turers have to put up with it, and 
hope to keep on going. 

“A lot of our industrial woes 
were started in Washington. 
‘There is just as much blame to be 
found in Washington as there is in 
Detroit. 

“We in this country have let 
someone else dictate our policies. 
We are now handcuffed into 
situations from which there is no 
relife. 

“T could, for instance, go down 
the street and flip a coin with my 
competitors, to come to an 
agreement on prices to charge the 
customers, but I can’t do that, 
That's price fixing, and that’s 
against the law. 

“Yet we have nations in 
competition with us, who do 
exactly that, to us. 

“If General Motors, or 
American Tel and Tel made the 
kind of profits that the foreign 
manufacturers make, then Ralph 
Nader and his friends would be 
‘out to ‘break it up.’ You don’t see 

them doing anything about the 
actions of the foreign manufac- 
turers, though. 

“Yes, there are things in the 
auto industry that are bad. The 
auto industry has to be turned 
around, to face in another 
direction. 

“Or else the auto industry of the 
United States will end up like the 
shoe industry of this country.”

Fred Cain talks 
about auto sales 


‘The automobile industry in the 
United States is in a fix. There 
are no sales. There are many 
unemployed. The public at large 
is hearing about tremendous 
losses on the part of the Big Three 
manufacturers. The government 
is backing loans to some of the 
companies, tremendous loans. In 
some respects the loans are 
controversial, 

Fred Cain, president of the 
Wilmington Fred Cain agency, 
stood up in Rotary, in Wilmington 
recently to talk about the 
situation. He was speaking off the 
cuff, and by invitation of his 
fellow members. 

He did not talk just of Chrysler, 
the company with which his 
agency has been associated for 40 
years. He talked of all three 
major auto manufacturers, and 
the problems they are facing. 

Who is going to pay all the 
unemployed people, (from the 
auto production lines)? he asked. 
They go to the welfare lines. The 
cost is in the millions of dollars! . 

‘The fact is that Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors have 
staggering problems. The people 
in this country have stopped 
buying American products. They 
are buying foreign made, and at 
the same time there are many, 
many unemployed, for whom 
everyone is paying. 

I don’t like to say anything 
about unions, but in this case 
there is something to be said. 
While all those foreign cars are 
parked in the parking lots of the 
American manufacturers, the 
union employees are getting large 
wages, and there is no out- 
standing production. 

Cain told of one observer who 
was at an American car 
manufacturing plant, and noticed 
the cars of the employees. He 
spoke about it, to a General 
Motors official, who waves his 
hand to show the scope of parked 
cars. Most of them were foreign 
made. 


Those employees get up to 
$20.45 an hour. They have a 
guaranteed wage. They buy 
foreign cars. We have stopped 
buying American products. Then 
we wonder why we have to go to 
the welfare lines! 

‘There is no way this economy 
can go on like this. Japanese car 
manufacturers are allowed to do 
things that our own country will 
not allow. American manufac- 
turers have to put up with it, and 
hope to keep on going. 

“A lot of our industrial woes 
were started in Washington. 
There is just as much blame to be 
found in Washington as there is in 
Detroit. 

“We in this country have let 
someone else dictate our policies. 
We are now handcuffed into 
situations from which there is no 
relife. 

“| could, for instance, go down 
the street and flip a coin with my 
competitors, to come to an 
agreement on prices to charge the 
customers, but I can’t do that. 
That's price fixing, and that's 
against the law. 

“Yet we have nations in 
competition with us, who do 
exactly that, to us. 

“If General Motors, or 
American Tel and Tel made the 
kind of profits that the foreign 
manufacturers make, then Ralph 
Nader and his friends would be 
out to ‘break it up.’ You don’t see 
them doing anything about the 
actions of the foreign manufac- 
turers, though. 

“Yes, there are things in the 
auto industry that are bad. The 
auto industry has to be turned 
around, to face in another 
direction. 

“Or else the auto industry of the 
United States will end up like the 
shoe industry of this country.”

Although it carries a wide range of 
astronomical information, the Telegram 
Bureau's real bread-and-butter is news 
about comets. Comets are sometimes 
defined as “dirty snowballs” — hard 
packed conglomerations of frozen gases 
and dust whose eccentric orbits around the 
sun bring them precariously close to the 
sun’s vaporizing rays. The solar radiation 
uses the comet's icy outer shell to 
vaporize into a long stream of gas and 
dust, sometimes millions of miles long 

Comets, even the faint ones, have 
ways held a special fascination for 
amateur astronomers,” Marsden says. 
This fascination is in part due to the unique 
tradition of naming comets after their 
discoverers. No other astronomical ob- 
jects are sonamed 

Usually, the naming process is fairly 
straightforward. “If all goes well, it's a 
first-come, first-served situation 
Marsden says. “However, if two or three 
claims of discovery are submitted within a 
few hours of each other, we give a com 
bined name 

But when more than three claims are 
eceived, the Bureau is forced to limit the 
designation to the first three names 

Though somewhat unfair,” Marsden 
admits, “it has to be done. After all, even 
three names in a row is a mouthful to 
pronounce 

Perhaps the most problematic episode of 
comet-naming came in 1975, when two 
s were discovered almost 
simultaneously. ‘The first, temporarily 
designated 1975), had three Japanese 
discoverers within 70 minutes. It was 
formally dubbed “Comet Mori-Sato- 
Fujik The se temporarily 
designated 1975k, had five discoverers 
within 30 minutes. Alas, the last two 
discovers missed their chance for fame. 
and the final designation became "Comet 
Suzuki-Saigusa-Mori.”” Incidentally, Hiro- 
Aki Mori's discovery of two comets withi 
70 minutes was the first time anyone 
discovered two successive comets in such 
ashort time ‘ 

Because of such situations, Marsden 
emphasizes that the only good way to 
report a discovery is via telegram. In fact 
to ensure that a discoverer receives credit 
for finding a comet, a telegram with date 
and time clearly marked is absolutely 
essential. (The Central Bureau's TWX 
number is 710-320-6842.) 

Besides tending to comets. “moons and 
novae via the IAU’s Telegram Bur 
Marsden also shepherds the Minor Pl: 
Center. the official recipient and certifier 
of all asteroid observa Asteroids, or

Can anything so vast as the oceans 
which cover nearly three-fourths of the 
earth's surface - really be in danger of 
dying? The answer is “yes"’ - unless they 
are treated with more respect. For the 
immense oceans are in fact a single, 
fragile ecosystem. 

‘That's the message theNational Wildlife 
Federation is emphasizing during its 
annual observance of National Wildlife 
Week, March 15 through 21 

The theme of this year's National 
Wildlife Week, which NWF has sponsored 
for 44 years, is "We Care About Oceans. 
It's the first time a Wildlife Week theme 
hhas focused on the sea. “For centuries we 
have taken from the ocean's riches, and 
with a growing world population we will 
and more to this bountiful 
” explained Thomas L.. Kimball, 
executive vice president of the NWF. “We 
must stop polluting and treating the 
oceans carelessly, for a threat to the 
oceans is a threat to our own futures." 


Valuable ocean resources include: 
Food: About 10 percent of the world's 
protein comes from the oceans; some 
countries rely on the oceans for as much as 
three-fourths of their protein. We already 
catch about 60 million tons of food from the 
sea each year, and with new lechniques of 
ocean farming, catled “mariculture,” 
scientists predict that we could grow some 
100 million tons. In addition, the seaweeds 
found along the coasts are among the 
oceans’ most valuable living resources, for 
food, and for the chemical} and industrial 
products derived from the plants. 

Minerals; About 99 percent of the 
world's bromine is found in the sea. There 
is enough copper on the ocean bottom to 
last the world 6,000 years, and enough 
nickel to last 150,000 years. Other

elements, minerals, and organic com 
pounds found in the oceans include 
magnesium, chlorine, sulphur, boron, 
iodine, calcium, silicon, carbon, and 
phosphorus 

Energy: The oceans have become an 
important source of oil and gas, and today 
offshore wells are producing petroleum 
around the globe. Scientists are studying 
various ways to tap the oceans’ enormous 
energy potential. Possibilities include 
thermal water decomposition, tidal power, 
and ocean thermal energy conversion. The 
US. Department of Energy estimates that 
180 million kilowatt-hours of power - about 
75 times as much as we used last year 
could be generated annually from the Gulf 
Stream flowing along the East Coast if the 
current could be harnessed. 

Recreation: Huge industries have 
grown around our love of swimming, 
fishing, boating, scuba diving, and 
snorkeling 


In addition, the oceans are a reservoir 
for more than 97 percent of the world’s 
water supply. Through a natural process 
known as the hydrologic cycle, water is 
continuously transported from the seas to 
the land, and back again, providing water 
for plants and animals. Life-supporting 
‘oxygen comes to us from the oceans, too. 
Some scientists believe that the oceans’ 
one-celled plants, phytoplankton, supply 
more oxygen to the atomsphere than all 
the forests on earth. 

With all that the oceans give us it is 
ironic that we have treated them as bot- 
tomless dumping grounds," said Kimball 

We've polluted the seas with oil, 
pesticides and other chemicals 
radioactive compounds, sewage, sludge, 
and toxic heavy metals, such as mercury 
and lead 


to live with the expected payments. 
Some “‘consolidators’” simply pocket 
the money and never pay your creditors 
As a consequence, the only thing you, the 
debtor, obtain is an expansion of your 
original debt because of the fee you must 
pay to the adjuster.

The most heavily polluted ocean waters 
are those shallow waters near land, and 


this is unfortunate, because most marine 


life is concentrated in the four percent of 
the ocean relatively close to land. Even the 
most far-off waters do not escape, 
however, for the oceans’ efficient cir- 
culatory system - currents which carry 
oxygen and nutrients from one sea to 
another, thus joining them into a single 
ecosystem - carry pollutants across the 
globe 

For example, radioisotopes from at 
mospheric nuclear bomb tests are ap- 
pearing in Antarctica's Southern Ocean, 
once thought to be pristine, as are toxic 
heavy metals, released from the burning 
of fuels in far-off industrialized countries. 

“Fortunately, we have taken the first 
steps toward insuring a cleaner, healthier 
ocean," Kimball noted. “A new federal 
law requires that dumping of municipal 
sewage sludge be halted by theendof this 
year. And just last year, the NWF won 
three lawsuits it had filed against 
government agencies. As a result, ocean 
dumping of dredged harbor bottom spoils, 
often badly contaminated with heavy 
metals and oil, will be strictly controlled.” 

“Clearly, healthy oceans are vital to all 
of us, no matter where we live - by the sea 
or far inland,” Kimball emphasized 
“During Wildlife Week we hope concerned 
Americans will take the time to learn how 
the ocean's resources can be managed 
more wisely, and will join us in saying, ‘We 
Care About Oceans. 

TV news anchorman Walter Cronkite is 
chairman of this year’s National Wildlife 
Week observance. The “week” was first 
proclaimed by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1938 as a means of educating 
the public and rallying support for wildlife 
conservation measures.

“Sewer service” is the nickname for 
this technique, which is widely used by 
unscrupulous debt collectors to deprive 
the gullible borrower of his or her 
legitimate rights.

“sewer''service), Unless you manage to 
get: the judgment set aside, you are 
automatically stamped as liable and 
may be legally bound to pay whatever 
the creditors say you own and you may 
Jose your right to defend yourself in 
court, no matter what the facts may be 

Sewer service is the least expensive 
way for an unprincipled creditor to force 
Payment of a debt. It is used not only to 
collect payments on installment debts 
but also to deprive tenants of their rights 
to contest eviction by landlords, 

If this happens to you, complain im. 
mediately to a law enforcement agency 
and also to the court were the judgment 
was entered. Get a lawyer to move to set 
the judgment aside.

“INCONVENIENT VENUE” 

“Inconvenient venue" is another 
technique designed to deprive debtors of 
their legal rights. Under this procedure, 
the creditor simply files suit against his 
victim from a brinch, affiliate or lending 
institution hundreds of miles away from 
the debtor's home. Again, the victim has 
no feasible means of defending himself 
against the suit,

“CONFESSIONS OF JUDGMENT" 
Ranking with the most vicious of all 
ways in which debtors are being trapped 
is the “confession of judgement" clause 
appearing in so many installment sales 
contracts, In effect, this clause is a built 
in confession of guilt should the borrower 
miss a single monthly payment unless, in 
many instances, he can come up with the 
entire amount he still owes. By signing 
the contract he has waived whatever 
legal rights he otherwise may have had 


Coal (from S-1) 


A typical deferred delivery coal contract 
scheme begins with a ‘‘cold call”, a call to 
an unknown prospect. Often times the 
prospect's name is obtained from pur. 
chased mailing lists or business direc: 
tories. A salesman describes the energy 
crisis, the fact that fuel prices are 
skyrocketing and that the company 
represented buy coal from suppliers for 
investors. The investor is asked to make a 
down payment based on the coal price on 
the day of sale - the spot price - with the 
average down payment being about $3,000 
The investor is also required to pay an 
investing fee. Once the contract matures, 
the investor anticipates selling the coal at 
a higher price and making a profit. 

In commodity option or deferred 
delivery programs of this sort it has too 
often been the experience of securities 
regulators throughout the country to find 
that the underlying commodity is non 
existent, the spot price ficticious. The con 
artists. quickly set up shop, collect the

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Boys’ Club, after 75 years, 
still searches for identity

Bill Cosby knows about Boys’ Clubs. So 
do Joe DiMaggio, Neil Diamond, former 
Sen, Abraham Ribicoff, 0.J. Simpson, and 
Sylvester Stallone. They are all alumni of 
the organization now serving over a 
million youngsters, 

Most people think they know about Boys’ 
Clubs. They picture boys swimming or 
playing basketball. They may know of the 
annual “Boy of the Year” award, They are 
sure the clubs are doing good things for 


boys ‘they are) and think Boys’ Clubs are 
maybe connected with Boy Scouts or the 
YMCA ‘they aren't). In fact, considering 
that Boys’ Clubs of America has been 
around {or 75 years, it is still remarkably 
misunderstood 

‘The organization hopes its new identity 


program and its: new “connecting for 
Unity’ logo of two hands joining together 
will change that.

munication skills, and engaging in long

Roxbury:South Baston-Charlestown, so we 
cannot claim success,” says the executive 
vice-presitient of the Boys’ Clubs of 
Boston, Frederick Davis, “But right 

* within the confines of the city at local 
aquariums and museum who've opene 
their doors to us we bring black and white 


kids together, and it 
beautifully.” 

In Waco, Texas, a Juvenile Justice 
Project identified sources of trouble such 
as child abuse and youth gangs. In addition 
to counseling, it showed members what 
life in prison was like, and worked with 
them to avoid it. The result was a juvenile 
arrest rate drop of 23.5 percent over two 
years 

While the national organization's 
primary focus is on services for boys aged 
6 to 18, many Boys’ Clubs welcome girls 
into their ranks, too. Basketball or 
swimming may be what lures a youngster 
into a Boys’ Club, but sports is a small part 
of Boys’ Club activities. Current programs 
include arts and crafts, tutoring in reading 
and math, and even alcohol and drug 
abuse programs. 

Andy and his brother Jerome, who at- 
tend one of Boston's Boys’ Clubs, test the 
range. Andy is a star of the basketball 
team and Jerome is learning to cook. He's 
not alone. Cooking, says Mr. Davis, is one 
of the local group's strongest programs, 

Joan Licursi of Boys’ Clubs of America, 
the national parent organization, mentions 
jobs programs, guidance programs, the 
availability of hot meals in some clubs, 
even dental clinics. “Basi it's seeing 
the young person where he is and 
providing needed programs,” she says. 
BCA provides standards for operations 
and core programs, but each club has a 
great deal of autonomy in designing 
programs needed by its community 
While Boys’ Clubs are often lumped 
together with Boy Scouts or the YMCA, 
there are big differences between the 
organizations, says Mr. Davis.

Explore mysteries 
of Gros Morne

The forests of Gros Morne National 
Park, on the west coast of Newfoundland, 
sloped away far below to the distant blue 
arm of Bonne Bay, tipped by the tiny 
fishing village of Rocky Harbour. 

It was mid-evening now and the snow 
slope I was standing on was slippery and 
steep. Since I was alone, I hesitated to 
continue my climb to the summit plateau 
and decided to turn back and attempt a 
second assault on the morrow. 

If there's a drop of hiker’s blood in your 
veins, Gros Morne and particularly the 7 
km (4!zmiles) James Callaghan Trail to 
the summit plateau, is an experience that 
you just don't want to miss. 

The distance may not sound impressive, 
but for the most part you are either 
climbing up or stomping down, and there's 
an awful lot of beautiful scenery packed 
into this seven hour trek 

Gros Morne is a seaside park and boasts 
probably the highest and sheerest fiords to 
be found on the east coast of North 
America. A little technical and historical 
data on the geological formations here 
enhances your enjoyment of your park 
visit. Well illustrated information is 
readily available in the park's nature 
interprative building, just off the highway 

Alter viewing a film on continental drift, 
screened in the theatre, and perhaps 
taking in a lecture in conjunction with a 
tour of the exhibit gallery, you reach the 
decision-making state. What to actually do 
or experience in the park?

You obtain an informative little booklet 
‘on the Callaghan Trail and it sounds in- 
teresting. You're right, but read the 
booklet a second time and pay particular 
attention to equipment suggestions and the 
recommended direction of travel for the

Your first treat is the Crow Gulch Brook 
‘The trail bridges this wild, white water 
torrent within a few hundred metres of the 
parking lot and then parallels the gorge 
through heavy forest to another lookout 
point overlooking the river, about a 
kilometre farther along t 

Pause here and photograph the scene so 
it can be enjoyed in years to come, 

You emerge, after an easy climb, 
through heavy woods to an area of low 
growth tuckamore, the entangled ground 
hugging dwarf trees that are almost im: 
possible to walk through without a 
prepared trail. Next, a small mirror of a 
lake is the centrepiece for one of the 
prettiest high mountain cols you are likely 
to find in all of Newfoundland. 

Rising at a steep pitch, to form the north 
wall of this scenic little mountain valley, is 
the scree slope up to the “‘tableland"’, or 
summit plateau.

Me 
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Fear encloses a 
confined space

Claustrophobia is too common to our 
language and living. The word itself has 
lost its sting. We hear the word often and 
its meaning is clear to any hearer. There 
are ‘roughly two hundred phobias. 
Claustrophobia is, by far, the one phobia 
affecting the largest percentage 

Everyone is familiar with the general 
images and feeling-emotions of 
claustrophobia: the fear of enclosed 
confined spaces, “He is trapped" conjures 
up in our minds for us a person who is ina 
situation from which there is no obvious 
escape, There is anxiety about restriction 
and lack of freedom. We might also ex 
press the same image by saying, “They've 
got him buried in" or “He's hemned in — 
ina real hole.’ 

Few people welcome the thought of 
taking a ride in a submarine and other 
people often complain about telephone 
booths, subways, elevators, bathrooms or 
any small area. However, when the 
anxiety produces a “‘panic" feeling and 
severe stress, this reaction evidences 
claustrophobia 

One client complained of elevator 
phobia, She could not ride elevators, This 
was her self-diagnosis. However, during 
the initial interview, she happened to 
mention instances when she became very 
unnerved in a walk-in closet and several 
times on the MBTA. Therefore, it was 
becoming very evident that her emotional 
reaction was not solely centered upon 
elevators, but more accurately, upon 


situations where the space around her was 
confined. In confined space she felt afraid 
“I get cold chills. I fee! like I'm going to be 
strangled and not get out alive. I get 
frightened,” 

There is a claustrophobic fear which is 
traumatic. This fear of being trapped or 
crowded unearths many inner feelings 
which can be traced and confronted 
Usually an individual can trace back into 
his life and find one event or a series of 
experiences which produced the onset of 
the phobia. In the first instance, one client 
traced her phobia to a time when she ws 
locked in a bathroom and had to scream 
for help. In the second instance, a wife 
related how her husband would beat her 
and then to stop her yelling and 
Screaming, he would place a pillow over 
her head. The result in both instances is a 
very emotional reaction to closed-in 
situations - claustrophobia. 

Many therapists have discovered that 
not a few school children suffer from 
seizures of panic. Whether in the 

wuditorium or in the hallways or in the 
classroom, suddenly there is an inner urge 
to run out — to escape. “I just want to get 
out — Let me out!"’ one high schooler said 
in a fiery onslaught of emotional tension 
School administrators have been able to 
maintain a much calmer school at 
mosphere when students who “suddenly 
explode” are taken seriously and con 
fronted with sensitivity and un 
derstanding 

Sometimes the beginning of 
claustrophobia can result from bizarre 
experienges. One lady became phobic 
after she got a dress stuck over her head in 
@ small dressing room at the shopping 
ceriter. Not wanting to draw attention to 
herself nor not wanting to go outside and 
get some assistance with very little oh, she 
wiggled and stretched unsuccessfully until 
she broke into a rather lengthy and

prolonged fit of uncontrollable crying. She 
reautzed she had problems when her next 
trip to the hairdresser ended in disaster. 
All was well until it was time to dry her 
hair. No one could convince her to put her 
head under the hairdrier. She even in 
tellectually realized her ‘‘stupidity"”. Only 
a phobic truly understands the feelings she 
‘experienced as she stomped out in tears 
and drove home with wet hair. 

Consequently, life becomes constrained 
behavioral patterns become altered. The 
ability to live a “normal” life is beyond 
grasp. Family members try to adjust and 
understand, However, a phobic knows 
deep down he might be an imposition 
“When will friends suddenly reach the 
limit and become angry or upset with 
me?" is a constant query. Therefore, he 
shuts out people and lives a different style 
of life which further frustrates him. 

With the.assistance of therapy a phobic 
can begin to rediscover his “old self’. He 
can enjoy living once again. Escaping the 
sensations of feeling trapped, a world of 
freedom becomes a pot of gold looming 
upon the horizon 

On a final visit an ex-claustrophobic 
humorously summarized, ‘Well, you 
know, it was not all negative and bad. At 
least, 1 must admit my claustrophobia 
over the last seventeen and one-half years 
has kept me out of hospitals and jails!”

“People are so much more aware of 
dance than they were a decade ago,” says 
Sirota. "Much of this increased interest is 
a direct result of the excellent programs 
toured around the country with federal and 
state funds. And television coverage has 
done wonders in introducing a wide 
variety of styles to the public 

Many claim that the Dance Touring 
Program started in 1965 by the National 
Endowment for the Arts (NEA) was the 
beginning of this new era for dance, “The 
Dance Touring Program was simply an 
audience development tool,” says Nello 
McDaniel who heads the Dance Program 
for the NEA in Washington,DC. “The 
situation in the sixties was grim. A danc 
company would travel to a city for one 
performance with no fee guarantee and 
frequently no local sponsor who was 
responsible for an audience. It was very 
hit or miss. 

The touring program,” McDaniel 
continues transformed those one 
nighters into residencies of at least 2' 
days with guaranteed fees and local 


sponsors who set up schedules of public 
performances as well as lecture demon 
strations and master classes for area 
dancers and school children. Dance 
quickly became a part of the lives of 
thousands and thousands of people 
Another shot in the arm came from the 
state art agencies which were just forming 
all over the country in the late sixties. 
Sponsors, already assured one-third of a 
dance company’s fee by the NEA, found 
many state agencies willing to provide 
another third, making dance touring even 
more attractive to potential presenters. 
State agencies often also provided 
technical assistance, paying consultants to 
ach sponsors various skills such as 
publicity, fundraising and space design 
While the effect of touring was sub- 


stantial, television's impact was far 
greater 
When the Joffrey Ballet Company 


performed on television in the mid 
seventies, more people saw that one show 
than had eyer seen the company in all of its 
live performances combined,” says 
McDaniel. “So in sheer numbers

McPaniels continues, . “Another iad 
vantage of television was — and is — that 
producers are interested in all types of 
dance. While a local sponsor might only 
import ballet companies, television ex: 
plores all types of modern, classical and 
experimental dance. The interest stirred 
up by these programs resulted in the 
appearance of many dance schools and 
many, many new companies, These new 
resident companies, in turn, created more 
interest through more frequent public 
performances and extensive school 
programs 

Anne Hawley of the State Arts Council 
adds, "Every day we see the results of the 
dance explosion ly new companies 
have formed — such as the Berkshire 
Ballet of Pittsfield, now just three years 
old, the Boston Repertory Ballet which is 
in its fourth season, and the Mass. Dance 
Ensemble, begun just two years ago in 
Worcester. These companies could not 
survive without the enthusiastic support of 
their communities

The Wrecking Bar of Atlanta Inc. (a

Mrs. Stone has sought such art for shops 
in both New Orleans and Atlanta, where 
she has been in business for the past 11 
years. She has dispersed the architectural 
elements of great Southern plantation 
mansions as well as the Victorian houses 
built in the industrial cities of the North in 
the years between 1880 and 1900, 

Right now, Mrs. Stone's inventory in 
cludes an antique brass doorknob for $5 
and a carved overdoor from an Italian 
palace for $8,000. As much as she enjoys 
buying and selling components of old 
buildings, Mrs. Stone says her biggest 
satisfaction lies in the fact that, by saving 
and presenting the artifacts, so many 
ore people have become aware of the 
value of saving vintage landmarks instead 
of destroying them. 

One of the older outlets, the United 
House Wrecking Company of Stamford, 
Conn., has been sprawling over six acres 
and overflowing five buildings for over a 
quarter of a century. Ray Bowling, one of 
the four owners, says the company ceased 
wrecking buildings about 12 years ago and 
now deals entirely jn what other wreckers 
wreck 

It is considered the largest such 
operation in New England, and its 
gorgeous clutter has been described as "a 
junk store with both class and per: 
sonality.” Its bargains, sought by children 

d adults alike, run from 25 cents to 
$5,000 

The Cleveland Wrecking Company in 
Cleveland, Ohio, the Architectural 
Antiques Exchange (specialists in Vic 
torian salvage) in Philadelphia, Pa., and 
the Old Mansions Company in Mattapan. 
Mass, which specializes in New England 
architectural antiques, are three other 
sources in different parts of the country

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Part 5 of the Massachusetts automobile 
insurance policy contains what your agent 
commonly refers to as Increased Limits 
for bodily injury liability 

The Insurance Information Institute 
says this option requires careful study 
before you decide on whether or not to buy 
it. You may ask, why higher limits at all? 

In previous columns the basic $10,000 

(0) compulsory coverage was ex 
plained as insurance against damage 
claims or lawsuits by a party injured in an 
accident for which you were to blame. The 
$10,000 is the policy limit your company 
will pay for death or injury to any one 
person in any one accident. The figure 
20,000, is the limit of your policy for death 
or injury to more than one person in any 
one aceident 

The optional bodily injury cove 
offered under Part 5 increases the policy 
limit to an amount you think will give you 
adeq protection over the $10,000: 
$20,000 

If you have assets such as a house and 
savings account you will realize that 
buying insurance protection to protect 
these assets in the event you are sued is a 
wise move. If, for example, your car 
struck another and seriously injured the 


A college financial atd officer makes 
thousands of crucial decisions each year. 
Some of them are very unpopular. Others 
may make possible the seemingly im 
possible -a college education for a student 
who thought it was completely out of 
reach 

Not everyone who requests aid will 
receive it, for funds are obviously limited. 
The neediest, of course, are first in line for 
some kinds of aid, but government 
regulations make low-cost guaranteed 
loans available to everyone. 

Once a student has been accepted at a 
college and need for aid is determined, it is 
up to the college's financial aid officer to 
decide who is offered aid and how much 

“When awarding government grants, 
loans, and jobs," says Barry McCarty. 
director of financial aid at Lafayette 
College, “we are obligated to serve the 
neediest students first, those students for 
whom the gap between expected family 
contribution and college costs is the 
widest.” 

A college has more leeway, however, 


when awarding its own funds, and special 
considerations may come into play 
Preference may be given to students with 
exceptional talents and abilities, those 
planning to study in a particular 
curriculum, or students of various racial 
and socioeconomic backgrounds which are 
underrepresented at the college. 

“About two-thirds of the students ad: 
mitted to Lafayette who demonstrate need 
are offered college-based aid,” Mr 
McCarty points out. This is similar to the 
effort made by other private colleges. 

A student denied sufficient aid at one 
college may be offered more from another 
and may receive widely varying offers of 
aid from several. Indeed, many students 
“shop” carefully for the most attractive 
package before deciding which college to 
attend 

What constitutes an aid package? 
Financial aid officers start with a base of 
expected family contribution (including a 
portion of the student's own savings and 
income from a summer job). From there, 
funds may be added from various sources.

A student may be eligible for a federal 
Basic Educational Opportunity Grant of 
up to$1,900 

In states that have a state grant 
program (including New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania), a student may also be 
awarded a state grant of up to $1,500.

1, New England has 17 percent more people overall, 
ranging from a 51 percent increase in New Hampshire 
to 10 to 11 percent increases in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. More people means more 
water use. 

2. There is less slack in the industrial sector since the 
1960s; industries have cut back water use in response 
to the government pollution control programs initiated 
in the 1970s. 

3. There is less reserve capacity in many water 
supply systems and fewer emergency sources on which 
to rely. Many ground water aquifers have been 
covered over by new buildings and other develop- 
ments, and many more supply sources have been 
tapped to meet new population demands. 

4. There is significantly more contamination of 
existing and potential water sources.

‘The Would-Be Doctors." She did though, 
and her talents are well displayed again, in 
everything from chorus outfits, many of 
which are her creations, to the 
magnificent dress worn by Lady Audley in 
the second act. A hearty English thank-you 
to our own English import.
